SENTENCED. 


Guiteau to be Hanged by the Neck 
Until Dead.“ 


ME WILL STRETCH HEMP JUNE 30, 1882. 


Judge Cox Overrules Scoville’s Motion for a 
New Trial, and Pronounces the 


Death Sentence. 
Associated Press Dispatches.] 
WasHIneTon, Feb. 4:-—Ju Cox 
sentenced Guiteau to be han June 


30th, between the hours of 12 m. and 
2 Pp. u., in the Washington jail. 
IN COURT. 

As soon as Judge Cox entered the 
court-room this morning the Court was 
formally opened. The prisoner took 
his place in the dock and did not re- 

t his request of yesterday to be al- 
owed to sit at the counsel’s table. 

Scoville arose aud addressed the 
Court and asked permission to summon 
a certain witness. He said the person 
lived near by and his attendance could 
be secured in ten minutes. 

Corkhill objected to the evident ob- 
ject of the counsel to postpone the 


case. 

Scoville replied that he did not de- 
sire to postpone the matter. He only 
wished to call the attention of the 
Court to the importance of certain tes- 


timony. 
OVERRULED. 

Judge Cox begun reading from a 
manuscript his decision on the motion 
for a new trial, reviewing the testimo- 
ny carefully, and the grounds on which 
the motion was bused. Judge Cox in 
summing up the case said: “I am un- 
able to find any reason to grant the 
motion, which is therefore overruled. 

Scoville—“I would like to note an 
exception to the ruling of the Court.” 

Col. Corkhill—* Your Honor, it now 
becomes by duty“ 

Scoville—“One moment, please, I 
would like to file in due form a motion 
which I referred to yesterday.” 

Scoville then filed his motion in ar- 
rest of judgement. 

„ ob's MAN.” 

Guiteau, who had been permitted to 
resume his seat at the counscl’s table, 
arose and made one of his charac-eris- 
tic harangues, winding up by saying: 
„I am not afraid to die; Iam here us 
God’s man. Kill me to-morrow if yeu 
want to; I am God's man and I have 
been from the start.“ 

ADDRESS TO TIE PRISONER. 

Judge Cox then proceeded to pass 
sentence, addressing the prisoner as 
follows: ‘You have been convicted of 
acrime, so terrible in its circumstances 
and so farreaching in its results, that it 
has drawn upon you the horror of the 
whole world and the execrations of 
your countrymen. The excitement 
produced by such an offense made it 
no easy task to secure for you a fair 
and impartial trial; but you have had 
the power of the United States T. eas- 
ury and of the Government in your 
service to protect you from violence 
and to procure evidence from all parts 
of the country. You have had as fair 
and impartial a jury as ever assembled 
in u court of justice. You have been 
defended by counsel with a zeal and 
devotion tliat merits the highest en- 
comiums, and I have certainly done 
my best to secure a fair presentation 
of your defense. Notwithstanding this 
you have been 

FOUND GUILTY. 


It would have been a comfort to many 
people if the verdict of the jury had 
established the fact that your act was 
that of an irresponsible man. It would 
have left the people the satisfying be- 
lief that the crime of political assassi- 
nation was something foreign to our 
institutions and to the civilization of 
our country. But the result has de- 
nied them that comfort. The country 
will accept it as a fact that such a 
crime can be committed, and the court 
will have to meet it with the highest 
penalty known to the criminal code, 
to 


SERVE AS AN EXAMPLE 


To all others. Your career has been 
so extraordinary that people might 
well at times have doubted your 
sanity; but cne cannot but believe that 
when your great crime was committed 
you thoroughly understood the nature 
of the crime and its consequences, 
Your own testimony shows that vou 
recoiled with horror from the idea. 
You say you prayed against it; you 
say that you thought it might be pre 
vented. This shows that your con- 
science warned you against it, but by 
the wretched sophistry of your own 
mind you worked yourself up against 
the protest of your own conscience.“ In 
conclusion Judge Cox said: “It is the

are dead, and may the Lord have mercy 
on your soul.”

There is no foundation for the report 
that Guiteau has committed suicide. 


THE NOBLE RED MAN. 


A Fracas Between the White Moun- 
tain and San Carlos Bands. 


Tucson, A. T., Feb. 4.—A Camp 
Thomas dispatch says that trouble has 
been brewing for some time between 
the White Mountain and San Carlos 
Indians, growing out of the late troub- 
les at Cibicu. On the night of the 2d, 
some of the San Carlos band were in 
the White Mountain Indian camp, 
when hot words were followed by 
shooting. One of the San Carlos In- 
dians was instantly killed. Then d 
general conflict ensued. Several were 
wounded. News of the affair was re- 
ceived at San Carlos, when a band of 
scouts were sent out who captured 
eight prisoners, but not without con- 
siderable resistance, resulting in the 
wounding of three prisoners. Some of 
the prisoners, especially one, were con- 
cerned in the Cibicu trouble. A num- 
ber of the scouts are out, but nothing 
serious is expected to result, it being 
simply a feud among the Indians them- 
selves. 


A CROW OUTBREAK PROBABLE. 


New York, Feb. 4.—The Graphic’s 
Washington special says: The War 
Department is informed unofficially, 
from Forts Keogh and Ellis, Montena, 
that itis quite probable there will be 
an outbreak of the Crow Indians in the 
spring. The Crows have been friend- 
ly to the whites eversince 1836. 


‘THE CIBICU SCOUTS SENTENCED. 


The President to-day confirmed the 
sentence of death pronounced by court 
martial in case of the three Indian 
scouts, Dead Shot, Dandy Jim and 
Skippy, convicted of murder at Cibicu, 
and — their execution on March 
third.

In the contest to maintain 
possession of the place, the greater 
part of the town was burned. Con- 
tests have taken place in other sections 
of Peru. Montero is reported killed 
by his troops. Juarez has obtained 
possession of Ayuachucha, having de- 
feated and killed Secada.

GAS EXPLOSION. 


The Grove Shaft Becomes the Tomb 
of Thirty-two Miners. 


Rien xoxp, Va., Feb. 4.— Informa- 
tion was received last night of a gas 
explosion at the Grave shaft, in the 
Midlothian Coal Mines, at Chester- 


field. Thirty-two men were caught 
underground. No details as yet re- 
ceived. 


LATER. 
COALFIELD, Va., Feb. 4.—The Grave 
shaft was the scene of a horrible explo- 
sion yesterday. It is surrounded to- 
day, despite the cold and snow, by 
hundreds of women and children. The 
appeals of mothers and wives for aid: 
are heart rending. 

NO HOPE. 
A later dispatch states that there is 
little or no hope for any of the thirty- 
two men in the shaft. The gas testers 
went down nearly to the bottom of the 
pit three times, but were forced to re- 
tire on account of suffocation from 
smoke and gas. They report the pit 
on fire, but will make another effort 
this morning to search for the unfor- 
tunates. The news of the disaster 
spread very rapidly and in a short 
time a crowd had gathered. The scene 
is most distressing, as nearly every one 
had some relatives or friends among 
the entombed miners. 


Heavy Rains and High Water. 

SHREVEPORT, La., Feb. 4.— There 
has been a heavy rainfall here for the 
past 36 hours. An overflow of the 
whole country seems inevitable, lakes 
above here are higher than, for six 
years. Many plantations above and 
below are already under water and 
levees are giving away.

WHAT TO DO WITH THE BOYS. 


The gusetion of what to do with our 
boys is a grave one, and should receive 
the immediate and earnest attention of 
‘We 


more - possibly two or three hundred 
of boys who appear to be destitute of 
home training almost entirely, and are 

up hoodlums and semi-hood- 


growi 
lums, Ee all the vices that when 


developed will master the man und fit 
him for the penitentiary. They con- 
gregate in squads at the street corners, 
at saloons, at places of amusement and 
at shooting galleries, and cultivate all 
the bad habits peculiar to the age. 
Their conversation is shocking in its 
profanity and vile to the lowest extreme 
in its vulgarity. They contaminate all 
within their reach, those of their own 
age as well as their younger associates, 
who readily copy from their olders. 
They are rude and ill-mannered, and 
many, very many, are already thieves. 
What is to be done with them, and how 
can the annual growth of such a crop 
of jail-birds be prevented? The many 
attempts made by socicty to restrain 
the vicious youths of the land speaks 
well for the humanity of the people, 
and shows the desire is healthy for a 
more healthful morality among the 
young, but it is questionable if the best 
channel has yet been found for this 
proper sentiment to develop itself in. 
We have been running to reform 
schools and work-houses of late, and 
have thrown overbourd the good old 
ways of forty or fifty years ago when 
we remembered Solomon in all his 
glory,” and spared not the rod lest the 
child be spoiled. We have forgotten 
that che better way to restrain the 
youth is to cultivate within him a self- 
restraint that shall render bars and 
bolts unnecessary to deter him from 
doing wrong. We are inclined to re- 
move him in early life from the in- 
fluences of home, and parental instruc- 
tion, and familiarize him at once with 
semi-prison life, and leave him sur- 
rounded with those as vicious as him- 
self. It is no new doctrine to say that 
by oft viewing vice we are led to “pity 
then embrace.” Will nut this apply as 


well to the gathering of the vicious in 


a reform-school as to association with 
the bad in other places? Will not the 
semi-hardened, made worse by being 
restrained of liberty, be more likely to 
grow like the more hardened, and in- 
stead of reforming, come forth from 
their incarceration with a firmer pur- 
pose to prey upon socicty and practice 
the methods their prison eee 
have taught them? 

We confess we are lost for a sugges- 
tion that shall work a successful refor- 
mation in the young vagabonds who 
fill our strects, and are a pest on all oc- 
casions. But we feel the importance 
of the subject should lead to investiga- 
tion and immediate action. And in 
the absence of better suggestions we 
would call attention to the absolute 
need of a sterner home authority, a 
complete parental control, obtained if 
possible by the law of kindness, which 
can be made to be the master, if used 
in the right time and in the right 
manner. And failing in this the par- 
ent should assert the authority vested 
by nature in him or her and compel |g 
obedience, by the use of the rod if 
necessary. Children should not be al- 
lowed to congregate on the street at 


‘any time, particularly at night, and 


neither allowed abroad or at places of 
amusement unless accompanied by 
parent or guardian. The police should 
be required by a stringent ordinance 
to break up all street gatherings and 
take to their homes instead of the 
lock-up all-boys who are abroad for 
any other than legitimate purposes and 
without parental consent. The chil- 


dren of the city should be enrolled and 


classified as to schools, and their at- 
tendance made compulsory, and the 
police should be notified by the teach- 

of all absentees without a reasona- 

e Excuse, and the police should hunt 
them up and take them to the schools. 
If this or a similar plan could be 
adopted, and should be seconded heart- 
ily by parents, we believe the needed 
reform would be helped aldng, many 
of the lads now developing hoodlum 
tendencies would be saved, and the 
query with which we~commenced be 
answered.

SPECIAL MEETING CALLED FOR FRIDAY. 


The Gas Question—A New Contract for Two 
-Months—The Monthly Reports

The City Council met last night in 
regular session, President Moran in 
the chair and a full Board present.

The weekly report of the Zanjero 
was read on bills, etc., and referred to 
Committee on Finance, and requested 
that a dam at the culvert bridge be re- 
placed.
